It is to be hoped that the town council soon ev¬ 
olves new regulations whereby residents can use the 
town water for lawns and gardens at least once a 
week. 

• With the problem being primarily one of lack of 
pressure, rather than lack of water, it would seem 
that the town could be "divided” into sections and 
certain hours of certain days alio ted each section for 
lawn and garden watering. Other towns, such as In- 
nisfail and Claresholm, have the same water pressure 
problem as Vulcan and have had to regulate the use 
of water for gardening purposes. Innisfail is short of 
water, Claresholm has. trouble maintaining pressure, 
but in both towns SOME water is alloted for gardens 
and lawns. Surely some plan can be worked out for 
Vulcan to allow a once-a-week watering of lawns and 
gardens that, with this current dry spell, will other¬ 
wise die. 

Any water rationing scheme is usually unpopular, 
but by contrast with the present “no water” edict of 
the council such a scheme would certainly meet with 
the approval of Vulcan residents.

ACCORDING TO A recent Gallup poll, Canadians 
are now over ninety percent in favor of baby bonuses. 

That is not surprising. 

Most Canadians have been in favor of a system 
of baby bonuses since the inception of federal income 
taxes. 

And just that long too have Canadians had baby 
bonuses. The principle has long been accepted that 
the more numerous a taxpayer’s dependents, the less 
tax he should pay to government. 

All our current federal government did was turn 
an "exemption” into a “bonus.” It looked politically 
much better that way. 

Now each month the mother of each family gets 
her cheque from Ottawa. To provide money enough 
to cash that cheque each person, by weekly or quart¬ 
erly deductions, and through increased sales taxes 
and higher costs of food and services, pays more 
money to Ottawa. We are all part now of one big fam¬ 
ily working for father at the capital and he pays out 
the wages. 

There is some merit in the system. 

There is also much danger. 

We were listening one day* to a Pole, who is now 
a Canadian millionaire, relate how he got his start in 
business when he first came to this country. 

He asked a bank manager for a loan of six hun¬ 
dred dollars. Asked what security he could offer, he 
replied, "I have a wife and four children.” 

Incidentally, he got the loan, but it was not on 
the strength of his four children. In those days they 
did not represent $240 per year in baby bonuses. They 
were merely an indication of stability and a need to 
work hard. 

We must always remember that our governments 
do not make for us a single dollar. All they do is re¬ 
distribute the wealth we, as individuals, create 
through our own labor. 

Baby bonuses, uhemployment insurance, old age 
pensions, and other examples of government patern¬ 
alism are made possible only through a sacrifice of 
a iiortion of present earnings by the people who are 
working in useful jobs. 

In many ways the tax exemption system of “bon- 
ysing babies” was psychologically sounder that the 
jponthly cheque distribution. It laid the stress on the 
need to earn before the bonus was paid rather than 
on the bonus itself.—C.W.N.A.

HOW TO HANDLE 
UJ9. CURRENCY * 

To help In the eslnblishment of 
a uniform method of handling U S 
currency and making change for 
American visitors, the Foieign 
Exchange Control Board has is¬ 
sued a special display card for 
distribution to hotels, restaurant 
owners, retail merchants, service 
station operators and other engag¬ 
ed in the tourist business. 

The card carries a simple state¬ 
ment: “UJS. Funds Accepted at the 
Official Rate-$1.00 U.S. is $1.10 
Canadian.”' On the reverse are 
two simple tables for calculating 
the amount of change which should 
be given when American curron- 
cy is tendered in payment of an 
accout. One shows the simplest 
way to calculate change-making in 
Canadian dollurs' the other when 
US. dollars are requested in 
change, i 

Canadian business men are re¬ 
minded that, apart from a reason- 
ble amount which they may need 
to k eep on hand for changemaking 
purposes, all U.S. funds received 
must be turned in to a bank in 
exchange for Caadian funds. It is 
illegal to use or dispose of them 
in any other way. 

Merchants and others who have 
not yet received these cards may 
obtain them by writing the For¬ 
eign Exchange Control Board. 
Ottawa or through their nearest 
Chamber of Commerce.
